- The Highest R. P. O. Route 


E often read claims of various 
postoffices being the lowest, 
highest, smallest, etc. The 
photograph on this page shows 

the highest point reached by a Railway 
Post Office route in North America. This 
is in central Colorado at Marshall Pass, 
25 miles west of Salida where the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Western Railroad in 
order to cross the Continental Divide, 
reaches an altitude of 
10,856 feet, highest rail

been gradually curtailed, resulting in 
four different Railway Post Office post- 
marks to date. This is not counting 
varieties such as different train number 
inserts, and new postmarks of the same 
name issued to replace wornout post- 
marking stamps. The oldest postmark of 
this route so far seen reads: “Salida & 
Grand Jct. R. P. O.” and was in use 
when trains made the through run of 





marks reading “Salida & Ouray R. P. 
O.” and “Salida & Telluride R. P. O.” 
Business having declined greatly after 
the World War, service was again cut, 
the mail train now running over tne Pass 
as far as Montrose, the new postmark 
“Salida & Montrose R. P. O.” being used 
for a number of years. The construc- 
tion of new highways paralleling its 
lines, caused a further curtailment of 





point in the United 
States. The road in its 
trademark boasts 
“Through the Rockies 
not around them” and 
the winding track through 
the mountains only em- 
phasizes the cost of this 
claim. Discovered in 1873 
by Louis Marshall, an 
army engineer engaged 
in exploring that portion 
of the then territory, the 
pass was chosen shortly 
thereafter for the short- 
est rail route over the 
mountains from Denver 
to Utah. It proved a 
shorter route than some 
other routes suggested 
but with the increasing 
demand for speed, at- 
tempts were soon made 
to build better routes. 
Boom mining times 
spurred others to try for 
part of the lucrative 
traffic in the Colorado 
mountains and to protect 
its traffic the D. & R. G. 
itself began the construc- 
tion of another line over 
the mountains, which 
though longer in mileage 
would be shorter in time 
consumed enroute. This 
was opened in the 1890s 
between Salida and 
Grand Junction in western Colorado and 
though 26 miles longer than the Marshall 
Pass route, was shorter by hours than the 
tip through the Pass, which was fre- 
quently blocked with snow. Over this 
new route through Tennessee Pass was 
now sent all through traffic, the Marshall 
Pass line becoming a branch. 

_ With the steady decline in silver min- 
ing, train service over Marshall Pass has

209 miles from Salida to Grand Junc- 
tion, the two junction points with the 
new standard gauge main line. At Mont- 
rose, 136 miles west of Salida, junction 
was made with lines running to the 
famous mining towns of Ouray and Tel- 
luride. When the Marshall Pass ceased 
to be a through route, trains were oper- 
ated through to those towns, rather than 
Thus we have had post- 








service by the company in July, 1937, 
when the western 63 miles of this route 
was replaced with busses for passenger 
service. The remainder of the route, 
some 73 miles between Salida and Gun- 
nison continued to have passenger train 
service and it was supposed that the 
new postmark made necessary by the 
change would include the names of those 
two cities.

, though the train does not come within 
90 miles or so of the latter city. Very 
similar to the former postmark with 
same lettering, it is distinguished by the 
use of inserts with train numbers, 
(TR315, TR316) while the earlier post- 
mark had inserts reading “East” or 
“West.” One round trip is made each 
day by the train, which consists of loco- 
motive (which sports a snowplow nine 
months of the year), baggage car with 
R. P. O. compartment, express car, coach 
and parlor-observation car, all somewhat 
smaller than standard rolling stock since 
the line is narrow gauge, the track being 
only three feet wide. Passengers are not 
plentiful, but the wild scenery attracts 
a number of tourists in season. The mail 
clerk sorts enroute mail received at 
Salida and Gunnison so that it may be 
dispatched promptly at either point. The 
special postmark is not used a great deal, 
though the car is fitted with a letter 
drop for the convenience of passengers 
or persons meeting the train at stations. 
The trip takes nearly four hours each 
way (when the weather permits) about 
half of which time is consumed in as- 
cending and descending the 31 miles 
over the Pass, which is more than 3,000 
feet higher than either terminal city. 
Sometimes a rotary snowplow pushed by 
two locomotives has to precede the train 
and on those days the mails often are 
long overdue. As a new highway over 
the pass is expected to be completed 
early in 1938, this postmark too may 
soon disappear if the company decides 
to replace the passenger train with 
busses. But for the present for a few 
minutes each day there still is a post- 
office of the travelling variety at this 
high point, though of course a postmark 
applied at this point does not differ from 
one applied elsewhere during the trip. 





New Zealand Withdraws 
Stamps 


Because the current 14d and 1d pic: 
torials of New Zealand do not clearly 
show the new style parcel post roller 
cancellation, and are thus liable to be 
used again, the postal authorities have 
decided to withdraw the two stamps. 
The replacements will be of a design 
bearing portrait of King George VI after 
a photograph taken for this purpose. This 
is probably the first time in recent years 
that a cancellation has been so light as 
to warrant taking such steps.

Of the thirty-one men who have 
been president of the United States, 
eleven have never been portrayed on 
our postage stamps. The current issue 
of United States stamps shows portraits 
of fourteen of the former presidents. For 
some time the Post Office Department 
has been contemplating a series of 
stamps to be known as the Presidential 
Series, which will include all the ex- 
Presidents, with exception of the one 
now living, on the various stamps. This 
set is said to be the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and it is expected that 
the set will start to be issued during the 
coming year. It probably will be a re- 
placement of the present regular issue 
that has been in use since 1922. Linn’s 
will each issue print a picture of one of 
the former Chief Executives with a brief 
biographical note with particular em- 
phasis on the President’s previous ap- 
pearance, if any, on our stamps. With 
this issue we print the first, that of the 
best known of all Presidents, whose pic- 
ture in addition to appearing many times 
on our own stamps, has appeared on 
those of various foreign countries.

First PRESIDENT—1789-1797 

Born Wakefield, Va., 1732. Died 1799.

The U. S. Territorials |

With the issuance on Dec. 15th of the 
Virgin Islands stamp, the set of Terri- 
torial Commemoratives was completed. 
Perhaps the most noticeable thing about 
the series is that despite the official de- 
scriptions stating each would be purple, 
all are of distinctive shades ranging from 
the deep color of the Alaska to the 
faded pale purple of the Virgin Islands, 
the Puerto Rico being of a magenta col- 
or and entirely different from the other 
three. It is perhaps incorrect to refer 
to the four stamps as of the same set, 
for in design as well as in color they 
have little in common. The scenes on 
the Alaska and Virgin Islands are remi- 
niscent of travel folders, the Alaska ac- 
tually being a symbolical scene of the 
Territory. The frames of each stamp 
differ greatly in design. The Alaska 
frame is a study in straight lines and 
block letters; the Virgin Islands reverts 
to the familiar acanthus scrolls and 
Roman lettering; the Hawaiian is a dig- 





nified production with almost no border | 


at all; while the Puerto Rico has a de- 
cided Latin-American frame with the 
ornamental grill work ornaments in each 
corner suggesting the view is taken from 
a balcony typical of Spanish-America. 
Of the four, the Hawaiian and Alaska 
will probably prove most popular, their 
designs being somewhat different from 
the usual commemorative. The issue 
will probably be seen at mainland post 
offices for a short time only, but no 
doubt will be on sale at the respective 
territories as long as the Post Office 
 giguauaaes can be persuaded to supply 
em.

the new series will have two new values, 
namely 4% cent and 18 cent denomina- 
tions. 

Then we know that the first of the 
continued set of commemoratives honor- 
ing the Constitution Sesquicentennial 
celebration will make appearance in the 
early part of the “campaign.” This trio 
of stamps will do homage to the judicial, 
legislative and executive divisions of the 
Government. 

Along with these stamps, the second 
edition of the Northwest Territory stamp 
(the first of which was the Ordinance of 
1787) will be issued, despite the fact 
that P. O. officials refuse to comment on 
the stamp. 

And finally, of course, is the definitely 
decided commemorative postage stamp 
honoring the tercentenary of the settle- 
ment of Delaware. The P. O. department 
is already working out preliminary drafts 
with the Delaware Tercentenary Com- 
mission with headquarters at Wilming- 
ton, for authentic details on the contents 
that will make up the design and illus- 
tration of the stamp. 

As news is comparatively light this 
week, it is well to dip into some of the 
background relative to the Delaware 
celebration. 

In 1638 a company was formed in 
Sweden and sent out a party of colonists 
under the leadership of Peter Minuit, 
the man, who as Governor of New Neth- 
erlands had bought Manhattan Island 
from the Indians. The Swedes sailed up 
Delaware Bay and established a fortress 
on the site of the present city of Wil- 
mington. The colony was known as 
New Sweden and the fortress, Christi- 
ana, named in honor of Queen Chris- 
tina. 

England captured New Netherlands 
and in 1682 the Duke of York turned 
over the Delaware territory, together 
with all settlements to William Penn. 
However, the inhabitants were far from 
satisfied at being included as a part of 
Pennsylvania and in 1703 Delaware was 
made a separate colony with its own 
assembly. It was, however, still the 
property of the Penn family and had the 
same Governor as Pennsylvania. But 
with the Revolutionary War, Delaware 
resorted to its own distinct rule. 

Therefore, the Swedes are credited 
with being the first white settlers in the 
Delaware Valley. 

If present plans are approved, it is 
more than likely that the Delaware 
commemorative will show a portrait of 
the first Governor of Delaware, Johan 
Printz. 


Announcement has been made by the 
Post Office Department that total sales 
of the three cent Virgin Island commem- 
orative postage stamp at Charlotte Am- 
alie, December 15 last, totaled 415,045 
stamps.

STAMP COLLECTING 


Stamp collecting is a very interesting 
hobby for the philatelist. As for the 
philatelist’s family, ah

GOVERNMENT Last week we crit- 
EXHIBITS icised the Washington 

stamp manufacturers 
for making 15 special plates, including 
nine stamps not previously in existence, 
with the purpose of manufacturing ma- 
terial for the exhibition frames the Post 
Office Department loans to various stamp 
exhibitions throughout the country. The 
Bureau’s having gone to this much effort 
to provide us with interesting exhibits 
shows a fine spirit of co-operation with 
philately, which is unfortunately marred 
by the lack of good judgment in what 
comprises a worthwhile exhibit. As we 
pointed out, the effort in getting up 
these 15 plates was pointless and repre- 
sents wasted time and effort, since there

material of great interest to stamp col- 
lectors—all of it manufactured in the 
course of producing each new stamp. 
Then too, this material we speak of 
lacks the “made to order” taint of the 
15 exhibit plates and their impressions. 
For those next frames why not draw 
on the material which has to be made 
every time a new stamp is produced? 
We refer to the drawings, essays, proofs 
and related material which is necessary 
in connection with each new design. For 
every new design, a rough drawing, per- 
haps a composite containing a photo- 
graph, is submitted to the Bureau by the 
Department. With this drawing as a 
model, the artists prepare two or more 
detailed drawings with different styles 
of lettering, etc. These drawings have 
all the appearance of a completed stamp 
down to the finest lines, though of course 
they are much larger, some being many 
times the size of the proposed stamp. 
Submitted to the Dept., they are select- 
ed for the design to be used, or if not 
suitable changes are marked and new 
drawings are submitted. From the ap- 
proved drawing, the engravers proceed 
to make the die for the new stamp, and 
during the progress of the engraving 
proofs are pulled frequently to guide 
them in their work. Would not these 
progressive proofs be excellent exhibi- 
tion material? A proof from the finished 
die mounted in a panelled card is then 
submitted for approval, usually in sev- 
eral colors or several shades of one color. 
When this in turn is also approved, the 
Bureau proceeds to make the transfer 
roll and from the roll makes the plates. 
As we pointed out, there is thus manu- 
factured in the ordinary course of pro- 
duction a wealth of material of interest 
to the student of philately, as well as 
the average collector and undoubtedly 
of interest to the non-collector attending 
a show. Such material properly mounted 
with explanatory notes would be real 
exhibits, worthy of sending around the 
country. Certainly they would be more 
educational than the present type of 
frames consisting for the most part of 

printer’s waste.

The other 
four notables are Gasparo Spontini, a 
composer, on the 10c and 1.75L; Gia- 
como Leopardi, a poet, on the 25c and 
50c; Giovanni Pergolesi, a composer of 
sacred music, on the 30c and 75c; Giotto 
di Bondone, a painter of the Middle 
Ages, on the 1.25L and 2.75L. Stradi- 
vari is shown on the 20c and 2.55L. 
values at his work bench, a violin in his 
hands. Today a fine Stradivarius vio- 
lin is valued at $100,000 and he is sup- 
posed to have made nearly two thousand 
violins in his lifetime. Not all were fine 
violins and today only a very few exist. 
The two high values of the set are ap- 
parently semi-postals as they have a 
plus-sign and additional value of two 
lire each.

Some months ago I mentioned in con- 
nection with the Scott catalog changes, 
the G. P. O. “Specimen” sets. These 
sets contain 68 different stamps of the 
Commonwealth, nearly all obsolete, and 
are sold for one pound a set at the 
General Post Office. Space will not 
permit to enumerate all the stamps 
which are sold with these sets, but 
their “highlights” are Sydney Bridge 
and Kingsford-Smith O. S. overprints 
in complete sets (Scott 130-132 and 
401-402). A great proportion of the 
stamps are also punctured “O. S.” These 
official stamps were used prior to 1931 
and although not listed by Scott are 
included in the Yvert catalog. All 
stamps are cancelled but the original 
gum is left on the back, in other words, 
cancelled to order. 

From a purely philatelic viewpoint, 
these “Specimen” sets do not in the 
least help the cause. Firstly, because 
it is impossible to estimate the existing 
quantities of such stamps as the 5/- 
Sydney Bridge, as an additional copy 
must be added to the number known 
with each specimen set sold. It is ap- 
parent that the market value for such

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a stamp cannot be stabilized so long 
as the sets continue to be sold, and 
even the most disinterested collector 
does not like to acquire a stamp that 
may drop in price in the future. 

Secondly, all the stamps sold with 
these sets cannot rightly be regarded as 
obsolete, if they can still be obtained 
in the General Post Office, even if they 
are cancelled to order. 

No commemorative set issued since 
the Victoria Centenary series is included 
with the specimen sets and it is to be 
hoped that they will not be sold with 
these sets for so long as they are, it 
will doubtless have a deteriorating ef- 
fect on their market values. 

This, perhaps, may explain the recent 
drops of some items in the Australian 
part of the Scott catalog. It must be 
remembered that this, like any other 
catalog, does not deserve fully the name 
“Standard,” but should really be looked 
upon as a price list of a retailing stamp 
business. A very complete price list, it 
is true, but nevertheless a price list, and 
it is only reasonable to expect upward 
or downward price changes (not only 
in the Australian but any other part) 
which help in meeting the competition 
of other retail stamp firms. The days 
when a collector could expect to pur- 
chase recent issues at a fixed discount 
of catalog are well over. 


NEw ZEALAND 


No official announcement has so far 
been made with regards the U. S. A.- 
N. Z. Clipper service. At the moment 
of writing (Nov. 8) the date of the first 
return flight and airmail rates are still 
unknown, and the service is supposed to 
begin in December. 

The 1937 Health stamps are printed 
on Multiple N. Z. star watermarked 
paper, in sheets of 48 (6x8) from Plates 
1 and 2 and the respective numbers ap- 
pear in one of the corners of each sheet. 
They are printed by the Australian Note 
and Stamp Printer (J. Ash) but his now 
well known Imprint does not appear on 
the sheets. 


Have you a “Boomerang Cover?” 
This would seem to be a new term for 
covers—at least we haven’t seen it used 
before—and is applied in advertising 
of the Empire Stamp Galleries, New 
York, to the covers carried on Dick 
Merrill’s round trip flight in May to 
England.

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“Dime Box, Texas” 





Some of our postoffices, particularly 
those of the country store type, have 
had odd names for equally odd reasons 
and a clipping sent in relates this story 
of how Dime Box, Texas, came by its 
unusual name: 

The name of the postoffice was 
Brown’s Mill. The U. S. postoffice de- 
partment suggested a change for the 
reason Brown’s Mill was so commonly 
used throughout the nation. The citi- 
zens discussed names among themselves 
but had some trouble agreeing. 

The postmaster was known as a tight- 
wad who dipped snuff. The mail car- 
rier went to Giddings after the mail 
once a week on Saturday. The post- 
master always gave him a dime and said, 
“Be sure and bring me a dime box of 
snuff.” 

Since the natives knew that this box 
was to last one week it became a stand- 
ing joke. Some wag suggested the name, 
Dime Box, for the postoffice. It was 
unanimously adopted and bears that 
name to this day.

Strikes with all their attendant diffi- 
culties are nothing new to postal depart- 
ments. Back in 1920 the Jugoslav gov- 
ernment had to get its current regular 
series of stamps printed in Vienna, Aus- 
tria for a while because of a printers’ 
strike at Laibach, where they were 
printed ordinarily. 





The Daily Mirror of Dec. 7th had a 
column by Boake Carter, well known 
commentator, on the Post Office De- 
partments intentions regarding the pro- 
posed Bermuda airmail route, specifically 
the minimum pay per trip being for 
800 pounds of mail. Mr. Carter asked 
if Farley proposes to issue new stamps 
to encourage Bermudians to go literary 
to the extent of writing the 40,000 let- 
ters per trip to enable the department 
to break even. 


Postal Markings for November con- 
tinue to illustrate the numerous new 
cancellations. Among the ship and train 
markings are two from Siam. 





Perhaps the reason the French acted 
so energetically in nipping the attempted 
revolution in the bud, is that being a 
nation of stamp collectors they feared 
the horrors of modern civil war in the 
way of a flood of surcharges—like their 
Spanish neighbors.

Trinidad and Tobago has announced 
a pictorial set consisting of 1c, 2c, 3c, 
6c, 8c, 12c, 24c, 48c, 72c, which include 
the effigy of the King and illustration 
of the Imperial Crown. The designs will 
include the same scenes as on the cor- 
responding values of the 1935 pictorial 
set, now current. 

Turks and Caicos Islands will issue a 
set of twelve new stamps comprising 
the 14d, 14d, 1d, 144d, 2d, 214d, 3d, 6d, 
1/-, 2/-, 5/-, and 10/-. The values 
of 1/- and under will be horizontal 
format while the three highest values 
will be vertical oblongs. All will show 
a salt manufacture scene and include 
the effigy of the King. 

Southern Rhodesia on Nov. 25th is- 
sued a new series of 44d, 1d, 144d, 4d, 
6d, 8d, 9d, 10d, 1/-, 1/6, 2/-, 2/6, 

/-, 5-/, 7/6, 10/-, and 1£. All bear a 
portrait of King George VI in the uni- 
form of an Admiral of the Fleet.
